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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
OF NEWBURY _N..H. 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu Ist, 1888. 
The School Board of Newbury respectfully submit the following 
report: 


SCHOOL. Nove 

Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss B. Josie Baker of New 
London. When a teacher with the experience of Miss Baker, coupled 
with a desire to do her best to promote the interest of those she 
serves, has charge of a school, those under her charge must imbibe 
some of their enthusiasm, and consequently make a success of the 
school. The scholars were very punctual in attendance this term: 

Fall term of thirteen weeks, taught by the same teacher. Those 
who were present during the term made good use of their opportuni- 
ties. Excellent progress was made both terms. 


SCHOOL: Noster 

Spring term of eight,weeks, taught by Miss Nellie L. Rowe of this 
town. Were unable to visit this schoo!, but judging from the progress 
made during former terms when she has had charge of this school, 
it would be all that could «be desired. It was expected Miss Rowe 
would teach the fall term, but her health being such, she was obliged 
to resign Fall term. of ten weeks, taught by Miss May F. Knowlton 
of Sutton. . Although she was a young teacher, she evidently tried to 
do her best to interest those under her charge. The examination 
was very satisfactory. ~ | 


SCHOOL, No. 3. 

There being only one scholar in the spring to attend school, it was 
thought advisable to pay for having her carried to the school at No. 5. 

Fall term of ten weeks taught by Miss Carrie H. Cooper of Sutton. 
Miss Cooper worked hard to interest her pupls, but the inclination of 
the boys to do every thing but what was right and manly, had a 
tendency to injure the school which had they shown the respect to 
their teacher that boys of their age should to a lady, they might have 
had the satisfaction of knowing they had acquitted themselves like 
- gentlemen, > | coe he 
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SCHOOL No. 4. 

Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss May F. Knowlton. This 
was Miss Knowlton’s first term. When the school was visited at first 
of term, the scholars seemed interested in their studies, and both 
teacher and pupils appeared to be working in unison. Were unable 
to be present at examination. 


Fall term of ten weeks taught by Miss Emma F. Nichols of this 
town. Miss Nichols possesses the elements that eonstitute a suc- 
cessful teacher. She entered upon her work determined that what- 
ever those under her charge learned they should not only be able to 
tell Aow, but also give a reason for each step. The scholars man- 
ifested a great interest in their school on the last day by the tasteful 
manner in which the house and school grounds were decorated. 


SCHOOL No. 5. 

Spring term ofeight weeks taught by Miss Clara A. Ross of Con- 
toocook. Miss Ross at the very first won the love and respect, wot 
only of her pupils, but also the citizens of the community. Both by 
precept and example, out of, as well as in the school room, she 
endeavored to stimulate them to greater activity and elevate them 
in all their work. 

Fall term of eight weeks taught by. Miss Abbie A. Porter of 
Concord. The appearance of the school at the beginning was very 
‘good. But outside influences combined’to such an extent, that the 
estimation and respect of the scholars for their teacher were lowered 
so much that the success of the school was very much impaired. 

Winter term was begun by Miss Stella M. Baker of Goshen, but 
after teaching six days she was obliged to close the school on account 
of sickness. Judging from the appearance of the teacher and public 
sentiment had she been able to have taught the term, it would have 
been a success. 


SCHOOL No. 6. 

Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss Marietta Ewins of 
Bradford. The examination gave evidence of a good amount of work 
by teacher and pupils. 

Winter term of twelve weeks taught by Mr. E. C. Currier of 
Salisbury. Knowing of Mr. Currier’s standing as a teacher, we con- 
sidered ourselves very fortunate in securing him for this school. At 
the making of this report the school is not through, owing to a delay 
caused by measles. Think from the appearance of the school when 
visited, that it is being profitably spent. 
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SCHOOL No. 7. 

Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss Nannie J. Rowe of 
Sanbornton. Miss Rowe had at the beginning of the term to con- 
tend with a strong inclination by some of the scholars to disobey the 
rules of school, but by.a persevering effort and a winning disposition, 
she succeeded in maintaining excellent order. Very good advance- 
ment was made by all. 


Fall term of ten weeks taught by Miss Ella M. Emerson of 
Sunapee. The school when visited both times presented a fine ap- 
pearance. The scholars acquited themselves finely, and gave evi- 
dence that they had accomplished a large amount of work. 


SCHOOL No. 8. 

Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss Abbie A. Peaslee of 
Sutton. Muss Peaslee possessed the confidence of her pupils when 
she commenced the term, having taught the school before, conse- 
quently greater improvement was made than could have been under 
a new teacher. 

Fall term of ten weeks taught by Miss Mary M. Dennett of 
Concord. Miss Dennett entered upon her duties as teacher for the 
first tme. Although good progress was made, it might have been 
better had the teacher been more conversant with the method of 
instruction pursued in country schools. 


SCHOOL No.9 
Spring term of eight weeks taught by Miss Hattie E. ec of this 
town. 
Although the school is small in numbers, the enthusiasm’ mani- 
fested by the scholars make it very pleasant for those who have them 
in charge. The examination was very good. Evidently much’ good 


work had been done. 

Fall term of ten weeks taught by 1 Miss Aes J.. Gove also of this 
town. Miss Gove continued to maintain the interest of. the pupils. 
A large amount of thorough, practical work was the result of her. 
labors. ‘ 


SCHOOL NO. 10. 

Spring term of eight and fall term of ten- weeks, taught hy Miss 
Martha A. Williamson of Newbury. Miss Williamson: worked hard 
to interest those who were under her care, and although mostly small,: 
they fully entered into the spirit’ of the work: . Good. advancement’ 
was the result.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


There have been in the aggregate one hundred seventy-three 
and one fifth weeks of school the past year, at an expense of 
teachers wages including board of seven hundred twenty-two 
dollars and nineteen cents. The average daily attendance has 
been seventy-five making the cost oF tuition for eacb scholar nine 
dollars sixty-three cents. 

The whole number of different scholars who have attended two 
or more weeks Is elghty-nineé. Number between the age of five 
and fifteen who have not attended any school is two. : 

Kach school with the exception of Nos. 1, 3 and five have each 
had eighteen weeks of school. There being money enough in 
what was formerly Dist. No. 1. it was decided to expend it in pro- 
longing the school three weeks. It was also decided to have eight 
weeks at No. 5, in the Fall and after each other school had had 
ten weeks to school out the remainder of the school money for a 
winter term at the South village for the benifit of all who might 
attend, but the teacher having been taken sick after teaching six 
days, and the season being so far advanced, the member of the 
Board who has charge of this school thought best to retain the 
money until another year. 

The schools the past year have been under the management of 
female teachers, except in one case, and in nearly all instances 
they have been successful. Where there has not been the best of 
success, several circumstances have combined to create disunion, 
possibly a part of the blame may be justly charged to the teacher, 
a part to the scholars, and a large portion to outside influences. 

Parents and those who have not children to attend school can- 
not be too careful of their influence upon those who do attend our 
school. For what can be expected of young people in the school 
room, if the example of those who are older, and who should up- 
hold the teacher in all that is right, tends to create a distrust in 
their minds. 

Where harmony has prevailed, there has been the best of 
success. 

Nearly all the teachers have entered upon their work with an 
enthusiasm that has become contageous in the whole school caus- 
ing the pupils to strive each to outdo the other. There has been 
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a great interest manifested in the study of Grammar, which we 
are glad to note, and it is to be hoped this interest may continue 
unabated throughout the town. 

The parents belonging to school No. 6, furnished the board of 
teachers free to prolong school and have better instruction. A 
great interest is manifested by the people of this part of the town 
in the education of the rising generation. 

We are still of the belief that the schools of thts town would be 
better off under the old system of education, and have stil! to see 
how a select body of men can conduct the management of our 
schools to a better satisfaction in all respects, than can be done by 
conscientions men chosen from each locality, who have an indi- 
vidual interest. 

It is true that your Board have endeavored to give each scholar 
as nearly as possible, equal advantages as we could. Still if we 
were residing near by each school we could see that every thing 
was being done to give the pupils the greatest amount of good 
for the money expended. But while we have the town system, 
let us each do all to make the schools interesting to those who 
may attend them. We would not be unmindful of the respect 
shown us in the discharge of our duties, by the kindness of the 
teachers in following our instructions, the willingness the scholars 
have shown to do as they have been requested, and the support 
the parents have given us, for which we extend our sincere 
thanks,
